Noveiiib**r 11, and, with twenty-eight horses 
starting, was won by the New Zealaini-bred three- 
year-old eolt, Sasanof. with 05 i>oun<ls up. Shep- 
herd King, carrying 115 ]Mmnds, ten pounds of which 
was a penalty for winning tlie Caulfield Cup. was 
second and tlie English -bred St. Spasa. 127 fwinids. 
was third. The two miles of the race were covered 
in 3:21 •%. Sasanof won h.v two and a half lengths 
and was at 14 to 1 in the lietting. 

ConeiTiiing t)u> idaced liorsos in this greatest 
ii.indicap in the world, a coTnm'tent Englisli critic 
writes: “The racs* for the MellKiuriis* Cup resulted 

in a reversal of the Caulfield Cup form, the winner 
of the latter r.iee. Shepherd King, iM’ing defeated 
l>y Sasanof. witli St. Spasa tliinl. Sheidierd King 
was iK‘iialize«l Bai iMMinds for his Caulfield snc<*ess, 
and tills en.'ibleil Sasanof. wliich was then third, 
to turn the tallies on his eoiittneror. Both Shepheril 
King and St, Spasa w«*re imi>ort<'d from England, 
and it is worthy of note that their M«dlMinrne ('up 
vii'tor, Sasanof. is i;y imp<»rted .Martian, whieh is 
by M.irtagon. while Shepherd King is by Martagoii 
himself.

Spring Morn luTself was one of the 
nnm(*rons mares of tlie Snnsliine bnineh of the 
famous No. 1 f.iinily. with A\hieli Mr. Iloulds- 
Avorth’s tnrf fortunes were so elosely idmitified. Al- 
re.ady ns a two-year-ohl in New Ziailand Sasanof 
showed that sta.vi.ig was his ls‘st suit. 

Having been foaled in New Zealand, the credit 
of breeding him goes to his owner, Mr. W. G. 
Stead, whose stallion. Martian, it is safe to assume 
will take a mneh higher place at the end of this 
year (.\ugust, 191(>, to .Inl.A’, 1917) than was the 
the ease last year, when he stood eighteenth in 
the list of winning sires with eight winners of 
fourteen races (inelnsive of a dead -heat) Avorth 
o\er (i,.'»(K) sovereigns to his credit. .Now that there 
jire so many stallions of St, Simon di‘seeiit in Aus- 
tralia and Noav Zealand, it is just as well that 
the Martagon lino of Bend Or (Stockwell) should 
also be going strong out there. The Hampton 
1 ranch of NcAvniinster, too, is wtdl represented by 
nearly a dozen prominent stallions, Avhile the line 
of NcAvm luster’s sire. Touchstone, is, of course, 
stro.ngl.v in eviih'in e by aiil of such stahvart descend- 
ants of ('aroine as Wallact*, I'istol. Mountain 
King, and others. It Avill be seen, thert*fore. that 
in spite of the seeming preponderance of stallions 
of St. Simon blooil there is no danger of that 
family swamping tlie Australian tnrf.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

A AA'arning to American bankers — and indirectly 
to private investors — against t.ving up their funds 
by investing too lieuviiy in foreign loans in the 
shape of treasury notes was sounded by the federal 
reserve Isiard in an offfieial statement issued Mon- 
d. ,v. While diselainiing “any intention of refleet- 
ing upon the financial stability of any nation.’’ 
the Iniard advises all investors to proceed Avith enn- 
tion, ami formally annonneed that, the liiiuid 
funds Avliich should be available to American mer- 
chants. maiinf.actnrers, and farmers is in danger of 
being absorlHul for otlier purposes, it “does not 
ngard it in the interest of the country at this 
time that the.v invest in foreign treasury bills of 
this character.” 

The most critical week in the histor.v of Rou- 
mania has opened, says a dispatch from London. 
.Nothing short of a mira<*ulous reversal in form can 
save Bucharest from siege within a fcAV days, and 
from capture soon afterw.irds. Everywhere the 
odds favor tiie Teutons. Bucharest is the center 
<»f a circle of enemies, approximately fifty miles 
in railius, Avliieh is closing every hour. L'nfor- 
tinately for Ferdinand’s troops, the smaller the 
circle the greater the couceutratiou of gnus and 
men by the enemy. 

Tiie Austni- German forces in AV(‘stern Rouniania 
are <‘ontinning with sneeess their driAC toward 
r.uclnirest, a ilispateli from Berlin aniioniiees. New 
operations have l*een begun and additional ground 
lias been gained b.v the invaders. The Ibilgurians 
have eaptun*d tlie important Danube toAvn of Giur- 
giu, on the railroad soulli of Bueliarest. The U<»u- 
niaiiian town of Cnrte.a do Aiges, south of Camim- 
lung, has lK*en captured.
